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Editorial 


Two recent politically infused hap- 
penings illustrate Massachusetts’s 
shocking indifference to civil liberty. 

The first stems from this spring’s state 
Supreme Judicial Court (SJC) investigation 
into allegations of rampant cronyism and 
mismanagement in the Massachusetts 
Probation Department, which has long 
been recognized as a haven for hacks and 
incompetents. 

When the Boston Globe’s Spotlight Team 
exposed this apparent corruption in May, 
civic outrage ensued. Protected from State 
House retribution the public outcry, 
the SJC mounted probe headed bare- 
knuckled former federal prosecutor Boston 
attorney Paul Ware Jr. , a special favorite of 
Chief Justice Margaret Marshall. Prior 
Marshall’s sudden retirement announce- 
ment, judicial observers knew that she was 
wrangling regain powers stripped from 
her the legislature. 

But Ware immediately overstepped 
his bounds: proceeded trample 
the constitutional rights witnesses 
called before his inquisitors and denied 
them legal representation while being 
questioned. It took trade journalists at the 
State House News Service and Massachusetts 

Lawyers Weekly bring this issue the fore. 

The second instance is of recent vin- 
tage, and testifies the sorrowful degree 
to which the general public will tolerate 
the intrusive hand of the Internal Revenue 
Service, which, all too often, works hand 
glove with almighty federal prosecutors, 
perverting the process tax collection 
order to enhance their already muscle- 
bound police power. 

A case in point: last week, with 
prosecutors holding figurative gun 
to her head, Patrice Tierney, the 
wife of Massachusetts Sixth District 
Congressman John Tierney, pleaded guilty 
to felony tax charges that should never 
have landed her in court, 

Although there is no hint of tax eva- 
sion or financial impropriety — in fact, 
it appears that taxes have been properly 
paid on the amounts in question — Patrice 
Tierney chose to accept a criminal record 
rather than fight questionable charges. 
Such a fight would have cost well over 
$1 million and would have smeared her 
husband’s reputation election year. 
There has not been even the slightest sug- 
gestion that Congressman Tierney was 
involved with his wife’s actions. 

In cases such as this, it would do well to 
keep the words New York Federal District 
Judge Lewis Kaplan in mind. Ruling 

against the Obama administration’s 
attempt introduce tainted evidence 
terrorism trial, Kaplan said that, while the 
world is a treacherous place, we discard 
the Constitution at our peril. “It is the rock 
upon which our nation rests,” he wrote. 

The local legal and political communi- 
ties should take note.

ing into the debate: the reform of entitle- 
ment programs, including Social Security. 

Unfortunately, both Republicans and 
Democrats are saying little use. 

What both sides should saying that 
they are open to any recommendations of 
President Barack bipartisan National 
Commission on Fiscal Responsibility, which 
is tasked with coming up with a balanced 
approach bringing down the national defi- 
cit particularly the looming crisis Social 
Security and Medicare costs. 

The House passed non-binding resolu- 
tion earlier this year in favor of giving the 
commission’s recommendations a straight 
up-or-down vote. The political reality that 
this approach committee mark-ups, 
amendments — is probably the only hope of 
passing meaningful reform. 

What would certainly stop the process 
cold Republicans reprise the Bush-era 
fantasy of Social Security privatization. And 
yet that is exactly what many Republicans, 
including some running in Massachusetts, 
are proposing. 

But Democrats are, if anything, in even 
greater denial. their zeal make wedge 
issue out of Social Security, they are commit- 
ting themselves to an unrealistic hard line on 
the issue, virtually ensuring that anything 
coming from Obama's deficit commission 
will be dead on arrival. 

This is a national strategy of House 
Democrats. Huffington Post’s Ryan Grim 
reported last week that Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
has maneuvered able procedurally 
any cuts Social Security Medicare. 

That irresponsible and outright danger- 
ous to the country’s economic health. 

Here in Massachusetts, Barney Frank and 
Niki have criticized their Republican 
opponents, Sean Bielat and Jon Golnik, for 
proposing means-testing and raising the 
retirement age. Tenth District candidate Bill 

Keating hammering Jeff Perry for favoring 
a higher retirement age — after previously 
attacking his Democratic primary opponent 
for the same position. 

That may win votes; there’s good reason 
they call Social Security the third rail poli- 
tics. But at least Bielat, Golnik, and Perry 
are putting something on the table. That’s 
more than Frank, Tsongas, and Keating 
have done.

INNOCENCE LOST, 
BUT NOT FORGOTTEN 


‘©) In film, the demands of art and of history are 
often in conflict. The aptly titled Conviction, 
opening this Friday in theaters, is the rare feature 
film that satisfies both demands. 

Directed by Tony Goldwyn, Conviction tells the story 
of Kenneth Waters, an innocent Massachusetts man 
who was handed a life sentence for murder in 1983. 
Staying true to the breathtaking real-life events, the 
film succeeds in taking on iife’s extremes — the un- 
fathomable hatred behind a crooked cop’s frame-job, 
and the inestimable resolve of Betty Anne Waters 
(played by Hilary Swank), who put herself through col- 
lege and law school to help win her brother's freedom. 

Backing Betty Anne was the New England Inno- 
cence Project, working with its national counterpart in 
New York. After serving 18 years for a crime he did not 
commit — based on evidence engineered by a vindic- 
tive policewoman and the false testimony of coerced 
witnesses — Waters, in 2001, became one of the 259 
exonerees to date freed by DNA evidence with the In- 
nocence Project's support. 

Waters, for all his hardship, had a few strokes of 
luck. By the time he was tried, the death penalty had 
been abolished in Massachusetts. When his sister en- 
tered the bar, DNA evidence, unheard of when Waters 
was tried in the early 1980s, began to come into its 
own. And a court clerk was conscientious enough to dig 
through old storage areas to find a long-forgotten sam- 
ple of the perpetrator’s DNA, which showed that Waters 
could not have committed the crime. The rest is history. 

But the film highlights some serious flaws in the 
Massachusetts criminal-justice system. The defendant 
was, after all, framed by a cop, and only by happen- 
stance and a court clerk’s kindness was the DNA sample 
located. (Massachusetts is one of only two states — the 
other being Oklahoma — that does not guarantee post- 
conviction preservation of biological evidence and DNA 
testing.) In the film version of events, even after the 
writing is on the wall that the DNA sample utterly ex- 
onerates Waters, Massachusetts Attorney General Mar- 
tha Coakley (whom Betty Anne refers to, in the film, 
as an “evil bitch”) refuses to release Waters; she finally 
caves when Innocence Project co-founder Barry Scheck 

phones her with a personal plea coupled with a not-too- 
subtle announcement that the New YorkTimes and the 
Boston Globe were very interested in the case. 

As the movie tells it, the threat of media exposure 
apparently pushes Coakley to do the right thing. Here’s 
hoping the Oscar-worthy Conviction will spur much- 
needed reforms, starting with enactment of the right to 
access to post-conviction DNA testing.

THE MAN BEHIND JOB SHOWS JUST HOW LOW 


WALL STREET HAS SUNK

Inside Job, Charles Ferguson’s newly 

released documentary, details with 
painful precision just how royally Wall 
Street screwed the planet. It is a master- 
piece, and if there is any justice left in the 
world, the exposé will win Academy Award 
acclaim. But don’t be fooled. Even with 
America’s sweetheart — Matt Damon — nar- 
rating, this is the feel-bad film of the year. 

Like Waiting for “Superman” , the socio- 
political documentary that education 
reformers cannot praise lavishly enough, 
Inside Job is tough, unsparing, and intel- 
lectually rigorous, But there’s significant 
difference between the two films; while 
“Superman” suggests that tomorrow is a new 
day, there is not a drop of hope in the trag- 
edy Ferguson presents. No matter where 
you sit in the food chain, Inside Job will 
supply the stuff for instant outrage. 

Millionaire Ayn Rand worshippers and 
their trade-floor errand boys will resent 
Ferguson for highlighting their ethical 
negligence. The same goes for Tea Party 
numbskulls, who, despite their fear of debt 
and unemployment, trumpet the same 
loose policies that landed countless blue 
collars on bread lines. 

the left, progressives will hardly cheer 
for this account of how a few whiteboys 
looted planet Earth and stole away i 
jets. Democrats will especially dismayed 
by the doc’s betrayal of President Barack 
Obama’s complicity in maintaining the 
dismal economic status quo. 

As for academics: from Berkeley to 
Cambridge, scholars are in spin mode. 
Ferguson, who studied technology and 
policy MIT, makes compelling case that 
Harvard among many institutions 
which foolhardy free-market zealots have 
poisoned economics curricula. 

Finally, Inside Job will make all of us 
Americans feel like Dan Aykroyd in 
Trading after his character dis- 
covers that Randolph and Mortimer 
destroyed him over a one-dollar 
wager. There’s your silver lining: he 
got dicked over for dollar; least 
the Dukes of Wall Street dicked us 
over for trillions. 


BETTING FAILURE 
Ferguson's doc is already being 
targeted by those responsible for eco- 
nomic ruin. Frederic Mishkin, a Columbia 
University finance professor and Federal 
Reserve veteran who was interviewed for 
Inside Job, went so far as to make an even 
bigger ass of himself this past week with 

a hollow, fact-free comeback op-ed in the 
Financial Times. Yet those who attempt to 
undermine this film with rhetorical spite 
should acknowledge an irrefutable reality: 
millions of hard-working folks were devas- 
tated by the 2008 meltdown. And regardless 
of how many professional and amateur crit- 
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outraged than they are. Many people don’t 
know all that much about what happened, 
and they feel bewildered. One of my prin- 
cipal goals was to help people understand 
the basis of what happened. And there are 
other things in the film that have not been 
discussed widely, if at all, like conflicts of 
interests in the economic discipline.” 

It’s no surprise that investment honchos 
and their academic co-defendants are cry 
ing foul, or that some, however futilely, 
requested that their interviews cut. 
Ferguson’s investigation is hardly exhaus 
tive, but, in less than two hours, he exposes 
Wall Street’s so-called risk-takers as cowards 
bent on fixing results though loopholes, lob 
bying, and criminal activity. As it turns out, 
most of the culprits fingered here are hardly 
the cowboy gamblers that they styled them- 
selves to be — no matter how much they 
paid hookers inflate their egos. 

“I couldn't believe how low Wal 
had sunk,” says Ferguson, a seasoned entre 
preneur and software developer who sold 
a tech start-up to Microsoft in 1996 for $133 
million. “I had a fair amount of contact with 
investment banking by virtue of my be 
the software industry in Boston.

Mazzola would not confirm reports that 
his committee has reserved a half-million 
dollars in advertising time in the race, but 
left little doubt about what kind ads 
expect. contests across the country, 
the GOP wants tie the local Democrat 
Speaker the House Nancy who, 
according polls, currently one the 
least-popular political figures the country, 
and who has replaced the late senator Ted 
Kennedy as the opposition’s demonizing face 
Washington liberalism. 

“We want educate the voters 
Massachusetts so they know that a vote for 
Bill Keating is a vote for Speaker Pelosi,” 
Mazzola says. “Bill Keating would go to 
Washington and fall in line with Nancy 
Pelosi, just like every other Massachusetts 
Democrat.” 

Nor is there much mystery to the DCCC 
approach. Its current the district 
hammers away at Perry’s involvement in 
strip-search incidents police officer 
years ago. That story has continued cause 
trouble this past week, with revelations that 
Perry claimed on his 2007 bar application, 
untruthfully, that one of the strip-search 
victims had been arrested. 


In broad terms, the Republicans are trying 
to make this race a national referendum on 
Democrats in Washington, while Democrats 
are trying to make it about Perry’s character. 

Perry has been focusing big, national 
themes of small government and low taxes, 
and repealing the health-care-reform law. 
Keating has tried to tar Perry with his conser- 
vative views, particularly on Social Security: 
Perry has at various times indicated support 
for privatization and raising the retirement 
age. But Steve Crawford, a consultant for 
Keating, argues that “early indications are 
that the critical issue the closing weeks 
going to be which candidate you can trust” — 
which say, the strip-search story. 

The potentially overwhelming power 
the national party committees who 
are forbidden from collaborating even 
discussing strategies with the candidates’ 
campaigns poses dangers. Whatever 
themes and messages the committees choose 
will inevitably become the talk of the race, 
whether the candidates like it or not. 


BARNEY BAITING

The competitive race has taken some 
people surprise. After the Brown shocker, 
nearly everyone agreed that Niki Tsongas and 
John Tierney were the state’s potentially vul- 
nerable congressional incumbents.

has not been accused of any wrongdoing. 
Nevertheless, the scandal has raised ques- 
tions about the congressman's integrity, 
district already considered relatively 
tough one for Democrats. Tierney’s saving 
grace appears to be the wackiness of his 
Republican opponent, Bill Hudak, who has 
been tied views questioning 
citizenship, among other things. 

Tsongas has not run into any bumps 
the campaign, but she is the least-estab- 
lished of the state’s incumbents, and has one 
of the toughest districts — and her opponent, 
Jon Golnik, is less easily lampooned than 
Hudak, or some of the other GOP candidates 
in the state. 

But only Bielat has raised enough money 
run serious district-wide campaign 
claims to have collected a half-million in 


September alone. has been appearing 


regularly on national conservative media, 
touting a poll putting him within 10 percent- 
age points Frank. 

That poll dubious integrity among 
other problems, it doesn’t actually use 
Bielat’s name that head-to-head ques- 
tion but he’s used effectively spur 
belief that Frank is vulnerable, and to attract 
money from arch-conservatives. 

And that’s enough make him minor 
national celebrity among conservatives who 
have built something of a cult of hatred 
around the Jewish, openly gay congressman. 
Other than Pelosi, Frank is probably used in 
more right-wing fundraising appeals than 
any other Democrat Congress. 

Bielat has parlayed that anti-Frank 
sentiment into appearances Fox News 
Channel's Hannity, Fox @ Friends, and America 
Live programs. has recently been inter- 
viewed the syndicated radio shows 
Dennis Miller, Laura Ingraham, and Mark 
Levin. has had fawning profiles written 
popular conservative bloggers Byron York 
for the Washington Examiner, and Robert Stacy 
McCain for American Spectator. 

Bielat and his campaign team have also 
been avid social-networkers; he has more 
than 3500 followers on Twitter. By contrast, 
Frank has tweeted exactly once, in June 
2009, in characteristic style: “I have now one 
ambition: to retire before it becomes essen- 
tial tweet.” 

But all the national attention won’t neces- 
sarily help Bielat win votes in the district. 
Frank’s campaign team believes his lead 
least double the points Bielat’s 
And, campaign spokesperson Harry 
says, Bielat needs to dance between court- 
ing money from rabid ideologues who watch 
Sean Hannity and listen to Levin, and court- 
ing votes from moderate district that wants 
to hear about local industries and concerns. 

As in the 10th District, Social Security 
has been a key issue; Frank initiated a series 
back-and-forth open letters calling out 
Bielat his apparent support for benefit 
reductions, including raising the retirement 
age. The congressman has also been pound- 
ing Bielat’s support for keeping troops 
Afghanistan also mirroring Keating line 
of attack on Perry. 

helped that reporters have dis- 
covered that Bielat’s first major TV ad, show- 
ing “man the street” criticisms Frank, 
featured pre-selected Bielat supporters and 
was filmed part outside the district. 

Bielat has also done little to introduce 
himself to the bulk of his district's voters — 
at least, those who don’t tune into conserva- 
tive media. And there’s not much about his 
résumé ideas that stands out poten- 
tial congressman. “If this guy was running 
against anyone else,” Gural says, “it would be 
completely off the radar.”

They 
were understandably proud that one 
their own was running for congressio- 
nal seat, and determined help him.

Our anonymous operative, Sore 
Throat, was not always present in the 
flesh, but maintained a strong influ- 
ence the campaign via e-mails and 
the like.

Early one morning, I received a text message 
from Sore Throat alerting me that Golnik’s 
campaign headquarters Westford had 
been destroyed fire. Upon further inves- 
tigation, officials determined the source 
of the fire to be “suspicious.” Now, when 
there’s a suspicious fire at a campaign head- 
quarters, suddenly everyone is looking for 
G. Gordon Liddy. Within a day, Sore Throat 
tipped off that there was Internet 
rumor saying an Asian gang was responsible 
for the blaze. Now, I’m no superhero, but 
my spider sense immediately began to tin- 
gle as I quickly inventoried the other candi- 
dates. Tom Weaver: not Asian. Bob Shapiro: 
not Asian. Sam Meas: Asian! Wonder which 
candidate this rumor targeted? 

Another big challenge we faced was 
money the campaign had none. 

knew Meas had put some his own 
money into the campaign while manag- 
ing to raise a little bit of dough on the 
side. Most our strategy involved doing 
things that cost nothing. 

the last three weeks the cam- 
paign the most frenetic three weeks 
life, and I’m including the lead-up 
wedding all broke loose.

HURDLES AND RUMORS 

Near the end the campaign, local news 
outlets reported about woman Law- 
rence who fought off rapist her own 
home until the cops came and arrested 
him.

I immediately ran into the office, threw 
Meas in the back room, and said, “You 
better not have another wife and two kids 
living California!” laughed and told 
rumor had surfaced before. Bill 
reassured Hillary, Eliot reassured Mrs. 
Spitzer, Mark Sanford — actually, I don’t 
think Sanford was too reassuring to his 
wife. Luckily, this time the candidate was 
actually telling the truth. 


EPILOGUE 
September 14 — Primary Day. Despite all 
the odds, the lack of money, a two-per- 
cent name recognition, and a first-time 
candidate who was immigrant and 
at times hard to understand, Sam Meas 
finished second. And look back 
my six incredible weeks on the campaign 
trail, working with great candidate and 
some wonderful people, I want to say 
this: hey, it wasn’t my fault. It’s politics 
. . always blame someone else. ©

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Never mind the juicy back story 
here — just order the “country 
fried chicken wings” ($10/eight wings; 
$14/12). They’re juicy, too, as well as 
dry-fried, crisp, and impeccably sea- 
soned, and as good as Bob the 
Chef's “glorified chicken” ever 
was. A Southern-food purist 
will be looking for gravy, but 
the lemon slice on the side 
was fine with me. 

Or try a bowl of fish stew 
($7) that just won't quit: garlic 
toast in a chowder-like broth 
of smoked sausage, seasonal corn, had- 
dock, and major garlic. The “big bowl o’ 
beets” ($8) good portion chunked 
red and golden beets, and just enough 
Gorgonzola cheese to seal the deal. 

Or, deep into small plates, the 
blackened tuna ($12), an excellent tuna 
tataki (sashimi-quality slices) with 
Cajun herbs blackened onto the outer 
crust, with a whole salad’s worth of 
tomato/scallion/pepper salsa. Shred- 
ded scallion is the main garnish on this 
menu. 

Our favorite entrée was steak tacos 
($16/one person; $24/two; $32/three), 
based on tasty hanger steak sliced thin 
enough to go into a taco with your op- 
tions of fresh guacamole, tomato salsa, 
and rice with black beans. 

Off the sandwich menu — which, 
with the fish stew and the wings, is 
often available on the late-night (11 pm 
to 1am) menu — I tried the “North Caro- 
lina-style pulled pork” with slaw ($10; 
add for sweet-potato fries). Despite 
chef Tim Partridge’s old connection to 
the East Coast Grill, this is not actually 
Carolina pulled pork with vinegar- 
pepper sauce. It is some kind of even-

more-wonderful roast shreds of pork, 
nicely seasoned with salt and black 
pepper, and bunned up with regular 
coleslaw. It’s really good, and so are the 
difficult sweet-potato fries ($6 as a side 
dish), which manage a degree 
of crispness without burning. 

Jambalaya ($20) honors the 
soupier historic style of the 
dish, with peppery sausage, 
seasonally small mussels, ex- 
cellent large shrimp, morsels 
of chicken breast, and fully 
cooked rice. 

The drinks menu now includes cock- 
tails, but we lucked into a glass of 2008 
Fritz’s riesling ($7/glass; $28/bottle). 

It is a tart German riesling with a 
semi-sweet finish and even a touch of 
oak. There is a real Fritz — Fritz Has- 
selbach — who inherited a vineyard 
and winery in Rheinhessen (a second- 
ary region), and somehow figured out 
that few non-Germans would take the 
trouble to learn the intricate labeling 
system for German wines, and if they 
did, would mostly buy single-vineyard 
wines from other areas. In this, he 
may have been prompted by another 
branded wine from Rheinhessen: Blue 
Nun. That one, however, is made from 
inferior grapes and blends lots of wine 
from all over the region and from dif- 
ferent vintages. Fritz uses 100 percent 
riesling, sticks to single vintages, and 
blends in some of his premium grapes 
from Nackenheim, so Fritz’s riesling 
has more character, as well as a consis- 
tent style. What we find here is a very 
good German food wine (this would slay 
you with lobster, which Darryl’s doesn’t 
have on the menu) at a value price and

Desserts are less Southern than they 


might be, other than a red-velvet cake 
($7) done in four layers with enough 
cream-cheese frosting for a carrot cake.

($7) made up for it with a larger slice, 
and a good balance of sugar filling, 


flaky crust, and pecans. Decaf cof- 

fee ($2) was excellent — we may have 
caught the first pot. Tea ($2) is a choice 
of bags, and with luck they will brew. 

Service was quite good, even as 
the room filled up. The owner, Darryl 
Settles, comes out to chat with custom- 

ers, and we gave him a good report. The 
weeknight crowd is more or less the old 
mix of yuppies, buppies, and neighbors, 
except now we are older. A back room 

is often in use for private parties, and 
Monday nights the restaurant is reserved 
for private events and fundraisers. The 
décor seems fresh and original, although 
careful observers will note the row of 
circles above an exterior sign left from 
the month Circle Plates was here, and 
one wall of point-source light bulbs held 
over from the somewhat longer run of 
the Stork Club.

Restaurants specializing breakfast fare tend fall into two 
categories. One the greasy-spoon diner, the great-grandfa- 
ther modern quick-service churning out familiar

> low cost over quality. At such places, you're thrilled if they 
serve decent breakfast potatoes, toast that’s not made from 
squishy supermarket Pullman loaves, and respectable coffee 
The second and far rarer type serves food made with more 


care, food that feels more like love than factory 
product. Such Dot2Dot Café, Dorchester storefront you 
ae 4 , * could pass a hundred times and not notice but whose excel- 
lent everyday brunch and twice-weekly dinner service you

hot ($1.50) and iced ($2). The D2D fish breakfast ($13) 
t bi 2 extraordinary: a gently sautéed cod fillet sauced with a perfect 
vibrant romesco, plus excellent creamy grits and two eggs.

terrific toast this plate reflects the foundational 
strength: baking its own fine breads, and pastries. This shows the fabulous, genuinely memorable brioche French 
with eges and quality bacon or sausage ($8.50); it’s so flavorful and richly saturated with ege and hints of sweet spices that 
doesn't even need the accompanying pure maple syrup. Fin’s Choice ($4) recalls the chef/owner's native England, serving two 
boiled with “soldiers,” more that great toast cut into strips for dipping into yolk.

Bali, Evan Ziporyn’s dense 
syncretic opera, regales you with 
sounds, moves, images, and contradictions. 
little like visiting Bali for the first time. 
The strangeness can be overwhelming, but 
never forget the clangor. Ziporyn, who 
composes new music and heads Gamelan 
Calak Tika MIT, has been infatuated with 
Balinese culture most of his working life, 
and like his predecessor and soulmate, the 
Canadian composer Colin McPhee, he’s fused 
the beguiling chimes, gongs, and rhythmic 
roller-coaster gamelan music with jazz 
and classical forms more familiar to our ears. 

McPhee’s searching and somehow tragic 
journey into Balinese life is the subject of 
the memoir that gave its name to Ziporyn’s 
opera, which was presented Friday and Sat- 
urday at the Cutler Majestic by the new-mu- 
sic organization Bang Can. The produc- 
tion goes to Brooklyn Academy’s Next Wave 
festival this weekend. 

In the 1930s, a whole flock of anthropolo- 
gists and ethnographers from Europe and 
the Americas made their way the fabled 
islands of South Asia, to study the culture 
and, in some cases, find alternative life 
The archipelago that would become 
Indonesia consisted of hundreds of islands, 
languages, and traditions, none more mys- 
terious to Western sensibilities than Bali. 

Colin McPhee, like many other artists, 
went Bali for found the 
work of his lifetime. From the house he built 
near Ubud, the cultural heart Bali, 
made an intensive study of gamelan music, 
setting down Western notation the melo- 
dies and rhythms the gamelan’s inter- 
locking gongs, xylophones, and drums. 
eventually wrote several compositions trans- 
posing the gamelan’s sonorities for Western 
instruments. Before could carry out 
enormous plan record traditional music 
the most remote villages, the Japanese occu- 
pation and World War intervened. McPhee 
returned to the United States, where he con- 
tinued compose and work his massive 
survey, Musicin Bali, which was completed 
before he died in 1964. 

Ziporyn, director Jay Scheib, and their

collaborators — librettist Paul Schick, cho- 
reographers Kadek Dewi Aryani and Ny- 
oman Catra, the Balinese Gamelan Salukat, 
the Bang Can All-Stars, and host 
singers, dancers, and technical wizards — 
tell McPhee’s story as a 21st-century collage. 
The stage divided roughly half, with 
the two musical ensembles on one side and 
the acting area the other. The space 
layered and broken with screens, super- 
titles, platforms, and inner chambers. You 
seem seeing across time, archival 
films glimmer corners and live-action 
video serves as an occult third eye, expos- 
ing the performers close-up peeking 
behind their backs.

Inquisitive Westerners Margaret Mead 
(soprano Anne Harley) and the German 
painter Walter Spies (tenor Timur Bekbo- 
sunov) hover about, extolling what they’ve 
learned from the culture lyrical effu- 
sions, while McPhee (tenor Peter Tantsits) 
seems pleasantly dazed. They all look awk- 
ward and out of place, like tourists. i 

McPhee is smitten with a village boy, 

Sampih (Nyoman Triyana Usadhi), and : 
pays his parents give him up, ostensibly 
as a servant, tacitly as a lover. Two other * 
villagers tame the boy’s wild energies

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WAS TODD MARGARET BAD DECISION?

UNDER PAR With David Cross co-creator and star, Todd Margaret should funnier 


than it is. 


Say this for The Increasingly Poor Decisions 
IFC), David Cross’s new show for Chan- 
nel 4 in England and IFC here: the title is 
apt. Cross is Todd, a man self-destructing 
through series events arising from 
combination of bad luck and his own poor 
judgment. And though suspect these six 
episodes will leave open the possibility 
second series, don’t foresee things ending 
well for our hero. 

Each episode I've seen (IFC sent the first 
three) opens in medias res, with Todd on trial 
in England for a series of crimes that in- 
clude terrorism. We then flash back to see 
how he’s gone from working office 
drone in Portland, Oregon, to his present 
predicament. all starts when Todd’s abra- 
sive, vulgar boss, Brent Wilts (Will 
who previously worked with Cross the 
all-time classic Arrested Development and this 
fall’s disappointing Running Wilde), invests 
in Thunder Muscle, a toxic Korean energy 
drink, because he believes (mistakenly) 
that the English are nuts for the stuff. 
taps Todd his man send across the 
pond head his sales department 
after overhearing our hero chew someone 
out filthy, rude terms. 

reality, Todd temp with sales 
experience probably never been 
outside Portland. His profanity-laced 
tirade was actually being fed him 
self-help tape; wasn’t targeted any- 
body. But Todd, sensing an opportunity, 
awkwardly perpetuates his own myth 
claiming his father was from Leeds (in- 
spiration provided by a stray copy of the 
Who's landmark Live at Leeds). Brent doesn’t 
question any of this, and soon Todd is bid- 
ding farewell to his “girlfriend” (Cross’s 
real-life girlfriend, Amber Tamblyn) — 
who fact slept with him once, when she 


was drunk, and has no recollection of the 
event and leaving out two weeks’ worth 
of food for his cat. Once in London, Todd 
discovers a ludicrous amount of inven- 
tory and a sales staff consisting of one 
guy (Blake Harrison) whose chief function 
seems to be goading Todd into making an 
ass of himself. He finds a friendly face in 
a local barista named Alice (Sharon Hor- 
gan), but her kindness limited (though 
her obsession with molecular cuisine 
makes for some amusing references) 

In other words, Todd Margaret is a 
squirmy comedy in the tradition of The Of- 
fice and Curb Your Enthusiasm, where the pro- 


tagonists have to get out of jams largely of 


their own devising. when Eng- 
lish co-worker begins poke holes his 
backstory of spending summers in Leeds. 
Todd Margaret isn’t funny either 
those shows get more chuckles than 
belly laughs. But does tweak conven- 
tional television set-up-punchline formu- 
stretching its jokes across multiple 
episodes. You know that Todd pretends 
have nut allergy one episode, there 
will payoff another. 

Cross, who has more range as an ac- 
tor than he’s usually allowed to show on 
screen (he was an effective Allen Ginsberg 
in the gonzo Dylan bio-pic I'm Not There), 
does well with Todd’s legitimately sweet 
moments; he may bring a lot of his trou- 
bles himself, but he’s still good guy. 
On the other hand, when he’s asked to do 
broader physical comedy — something he 
was so good at back when he 
was on Arrested Development and Mr. Show — 
doesn’t land well might. The 
slapstick feels out place the deadpan 
setting Cross has created with co-writer 
Shaun Pye. I’m just hoping Todd gets the 
ending deserves.

TAO LIN TRANSCENDS HIS SELF-PROMOTION

year-old Tao Lin will quickly send out its 
URL tweet and file his website’s 
meticulously maintained record press 
coverage, where will become part 
growing feedback loop that encompasses 
each morsel of glowing praise, cruel con- 
demnation, and confusion directed at 
the idiosyncratic author and his works, 
alongside contests that promise money 
and free books to readers who send him

the past, the marketing mechanism 
drew attention short-story and poetry 
collections, novel, and novella that 
might otherwise have been consigned 
oblivion. But with his latest batty 
and precisely penned novel called Richard 
Yates it’s distraction from the words 
someone who has, in methodically stacked 
increments, become legitimate writing 
presence, with vacant and sparse brand

narration stringing together vignettes 
that expressed the boredom, futility, and 
emotional detachment of his existence. 

Here he’s applied his trademark nar- 
rative hum to the romance between a 22- 
year-old writer living New York and 
16-year-old girl living faceless New Jer- 
sey suburb couple whom, for whatever 
reasons, Lin has chosen to name Haley Joel 
Osment and Dakota Fanning. (Also unex- 
plained the book’s title reference the 
late, great American novelist and short- 
story writer.) The characters — whose cor- 
respondence takes place primarily through 
email, Gmail chat, and text message — 
begin seeing one another person. The 
obstacles they face shielding their rela- 
tionship from half-witted mother 
pale comparison the demons inher- 
ent their dysfunctional bond. 

Dakota, who slowly reveals the nitty- 
gritty some deep-seated emotional 
problems, comes act helpless, 
self-loathing child. That’s matched 
Haley’s growing compulsion track and 
dissect her every move and attack her 
slip-ups. When she does something 
inconsequential neglecting drink 
coffee, says: “But like when some- 
one | like wants to drink coffee on their 
own volition order more alive 
around me... . Why would you not want 
that, I still don’t under- 
stand.” And she indulges 
this destructive dynamic: 
“Dakota Fanning was 
apologizing many times 
day and then writing 
Moleskine notebook what 
she did wrong, why it 
was wrong based what 
she wanted in life, how 
she wanted act the 
future.” The whole mess 
culminates in a several- 
pages-long email which 
Dakota details each in- 
significant way which 
she’s ever deceived Haley. 

For change, 
rigor is as effective in 
portraying (often de- 
ranged) human behavior 
as it is in self-promotion. 
This from Haley: “I think 
holding each other 
like this so we can’t see 
each other and don’t 
have to do anything. We 
don’t know what do.

and do it. I feel like she is 
thinking the same things 
Iam.” Richard Yates prob- 
ably couldn’t have come 
into existence without 
the buzz-generating 
antics that have earned 
Tao Lin reputation asa 
prankster.

©) Anyone who has doubts about the mu- 
sical supremacy of Chucho Valdés — or 
wants an introduction to it — need only listen 
to“Danz6n,” the second track from the new 
Steps (Four Quarter Entertainment). 
In this one piece, Valdés, a major figure in 
Cuban music for more than 30 years, shows 
what he can do with a deep-held traditional 
form, with band, with the piano. 

Like just about everything in Cuban mu- 
sic (or music, period), danz6n is a hybrid, its 
roots in i9th-century ballroom. Valdés be- 
gins modern, goes back to the roots, comes 
back again, and makes something all his 
own. opens with two chords that could 
come straight out of Bill Evans's introduc- 
tion to Miles Davis’s “Flamenco Sketches,” 
then sweeps upward with a rhapsodic 
statement from tenor-saxophonist Carlos 
Hernandez and a quick percussion-driven 
dance figure. The combination of Valdés’s 
full-chord harmonies and Hernandez’s tenor 
recalls Ellington, especially as the written 
melody arrives full circle. 

Then comes a deathless cha-cha-cha 
from percussion and bass as Valdés begins 
his solo. Even as that core dance rhythm 
is laid down, his fleet melodic lines begin 
to melt the bar lines, then shift back into 
hard rhythmic chords and powerful two- 
handed flurries. The drums and bass keep 
your feet moving in time, but Valdés’s 
piano sets your head spinning. Before 
long, his hands are flying with poised in- 
dependence — fast runs in the right while 
the left spells spare parallel melodies. If 
epiphany the sensation perceiving the 
simultaneous multiplicity and unity of all 
things, then fits the bill. 

The suite-like structure 
is common throughout much of Chucho's 
Steps. Each piece explores different tem- 
pos, themes, moods, and styles. “Begi 
To Be Good” combines Cole Porter’s “Begin 
the Beguine” with the Cershwins’ “Lady 
Be Good” and a touch of Dizzy Gillespie's 
Night Tunisia” the melody and 
rhythm as well. “New Orleans (A Tribute 
the Marsalis Family)” goes back through 
modem second-line rhythms (with its 
Cuban-derived clave beat) to Jelly Roll 
Morton. “Zawinul’s Mambo” Cubanizes 
the tricky rhythms of the Weather Report 
pianist and hit “Birdland” with 
a hair-raising tempo and a son-montuno 
interlude for trumpeter Reynaldo Alvarez. 
“Yansa” the most “African” piece, dig- 
ging into the Yoruban roots of the music, 
with percussion and raw vocals. And Val- 
dés reconceives Coltrane’s “Giant Steps” 
“Chucho’s Steps,” with a vigorous workout 
for tenor. 

Valdés, who brings his Afro-Cuban Mes 
sengers the Berklee Performance Center 
part the Celebrity Series October 28, was 
taught early on by his pianist father Bebo, 


himself a Cuban star. (The two collaborated 
on 2008's Juntos para siempre.) Learning popular 
standards and jazz from his father, Chucho 
studied classical piano at conservatory. By his 
mid 30s, he had founded the ground-break- 
ing band Irakere and was famous. 

Talking to me through a translator over 
a weak line from Havana, Valdés doesn't 
exactly answer my question when I ask 
him who the most important figures are 
Cuban music. He tells me about the rich- 
ness of the music, the Yoruban traditions, 
and santerfa. “It has hundreds of differ- 
ent rhythms — that’s one of the features 
of Cuban music.” So, whether or not he 
understood question, he’s answered it: 
Cuban music can’t boiled down one 
thing or person. 


Listen drummer Mike Reed’s cur- 
rent album by his band People, Places 
Things and you might think they’re the 
hottest young avant-ensemble around. And 
they sort of are. Reed, 36, is vice-chairman 
of Chicago’s venerable AACM (Association 
for the Advancement of Creative Musi- 
cians). And his regular cohort saxophon- 
ists Greg Ward and Tom Haldeman and 
bassist Jeb Bishop — all roughly the same 
generation — is the core of the band. But 
the other “youngsters” the disc are 75- 
year-old trombonist Julian Priester, 
79-year-old trumpeter and saxo- 
phonist Ira Sullivan, and 81-year- 
old trumpeter Art Hoyle. 

The album, Stories e Negotia- 
tions, the finale trilogy

jazz — specifically, the kind of 
progressive hard bop that was 

ourishing between roughly 1954 
and 1960. This is a period when 
the music was the cusp the

was also working 
with Priester and 
Hoyle in the band of 
another Chicago resi- 
dent, Sun Ra. 

“It was a pretty 
important place,” Reed 
tells me on the phone 
from his home town. 
“Sonny Rollins talks 
about visiting Chicago 
and staying the YMCA, 
and Booker Little was there, 
and all these other people. 
Coltrane would come and 
practice with John Cilmore.” 
was also the proto-AACM 
period, when Muhal Richard 


Abrams, Jodie Christian, and Malachi Fa- 
vors were all on the club circuit. 

Reed’s trilogy canny mix originals 
and covers of tunes by Chicagoans like Ra, 
Priester, and John Neely (whose “Status 
Quo” is the lead track on Blowing In from Chi- 
cago). On the first two CDs (Proliferation and 
About Us), Reed stuck to his quartet (who 
play the Lily Pad this Friday). But for Stories 
Negotiations, felt was time bring 
some the people who created the music 
the first place and are still around. 
here’s Priester playing his “Urnack” along 
with Hoyle, with whom played the 
1960 Sun Ra album Angels @ Demons at Play. 

Part of what's beautiful about this 
music is its stripped-down directness. 

The tunes are often bluesy, sharp, and 
bopping in arrangements that mix back- 
ing choruses with the textural variety 
various group subdivisions. didn’t want 
just solo, solo, solo,” says Reed.

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STEVE WYNN REVIVES CLASSIC

At the end of 1983, I was writing for 

Boston Rock magazine, and one is- 
sue, we predicted the defining releases 
the year come. These included one 
recent single, Grandmaster Flash’s “The 
Message,” and two albums that were due: 
Reckoning and the Dream Syndi- 
cate’s Medicine Show. 

Unlike the other two choices, Medicine 
Show didn’t wind making anybody 
rich. Did it define the year? Sure, but who 
relate album that’s equal 
parts wild joy and desperation, paranoid 
musings and triumphant chord crashes? 
Some fans couldn't forgive the band for 
ditching the obvious Velvet Underground 
influence of its cult-classic debut, Days 
of Wine @ Roses. (Leader Steve Wynn even 

azzed those fans quoting lyric 
Medicine opener, “Still Holding 
onto You.”) But Medicine Show is really an 
album out of time: its American Gothic 
scenarios and proud classic-rock leanings 
set it apart from the mid-’8os indie world. 
Which may well be why it sounds so good 
right now. 

Out of print for two decades, Medicine 
Show has just been reissued (with the ad- 
dition of a 1984 live promo album) on 
Water/Universal, and Wynn and his cur- 
rent band, the Miracle 3, will play the full 
album at Church this Friday. With any 
luck, the new line-up will re-create the 
hair-shaking mania that the Syndicate dis- 
played when they opened for R.E.M. the 
Orpheum the 1984 tour. 


“It was pretty funny that we played 
that way, in light of the fact that we were 
opening for Wynn recalls from 
his home New York. smarter band 
would have played their audience. But 
that was the feeling we had at the time, 
the sense against the world. 
think it’s the feeling lot bands have 
when they make their second album 
when Nirvana were making the follow-up 
to Nevermind: ‘Oh, you liked that? Well, see 
if you can handle this!’ That kind of con- 
frontational defiance.” 

It didn’t help the album's commercial 
chances that its catchiest song, “Daddy’s 
Girl,” might have been about incest. “Put 
it this way,” says Wynn, “Linda [Pitmon, 
the Miracle 3’s drummer and Wynn's wife} 
refused for years to do that song because it 
gave her the creeps. There’s a lot of things 
like that on the record — there’s elements 
of sexual dysfunction, arson, violence, and 
mayhem. And mostly it’s about people con- 
fronting situations that frighten them.” 

Wynn has turned out high-quality 
work ever since. He and the Miracle 3 are 
about release Northern Aggression 
more varied disc moodwise than Medicine 
Show (highlight “Cloud Splitter” one 
his rare flat-out uplifting songs), but one 
whose two-guitar foundation and psych 
overtones hark back to Syndicate days. 

He has a grasp of melody now that he 
didn’t have then, but Medicine Show was 
the album where he began putting char- 
acters in metaphorical situations instead 
writing outright confessionals. After 
all, why write about being in a rock band 
when you can write about being purified 
voodoo ceremony? 

“Yeah, I rarely go there,” he says of con- 
fessional songs. “There’s lot Medicine 
Show that’s about the band — for instance, 
‘Armed with Empty Gun’ about 

facing a showdown and wondering if 
you have the goods back up. But 
rather someone like Randy Newman 
doesn’t put himself into his songs, 
can listen them and know 

lot about how feels. Whether you 
want to or not, you’re always going to 
creep into your characters.”

life was filled with great 
performances. There were tent revival 
meetings. There were sweltering nights 
in Southern roadhouses. There were 
concerts at the Apollo, the Montreux Jazz 
Festival, Bonnaroo, and even a Ku Klux 
Klan rally. 

But one of the most memorable, at 
least for the few in attendance, was in 
1994 at the Original House of Blues in 
Cambridge, where Burke — after two 
sold-out nights playing catalogue 
hits reaching back 1961 donned the 
raiment wore bishop the House 
God for All People church and sang 
gospel audience roughly sit- 
ting rapt his feet perched the 
lip the stage. From time time, 
moved the microphone away from his 
mouth to let his voice carry naturally, 
casting spell with its absolute clarity, 
complex tones, and uncanny ability to 
move from gravel-dappled lows fal- 
setto without skipping note. 

That voice, one of the greatest in 
American music, was stilled Sunday 
when Burke died natural causes 
aboard airplane heading perfor- 
mance in the Netherlands. 

From his youth child preacher 
to his current renaissance — framed by 
2002’s Grammy-winning Don’t Give Up on 
Me (produced by Joe Henry for Fat Pos- 
sum, with songs by Elvis Costello, Nick 
Lowe, 
Wilson) and 2010’s Impossible 
(on E1 Entertainment, the final album by 


Green producer Willie Mitchell) mu- 


Van Morrison, Tom Waits, and Bri- 


sic was a constant presence in his life. 
Influenced by the sound of spirituals, 
country, and pop, Burke carved outa 
unique career the history rock and 
soul, sending hits the pop and R&B 
charts from 1961 to 1968 during his ten- 
ure with Atlantic Records, among them 
“Cry to Me,” “If You Need Me,” “Down in 
the Valley,” “Tonight's the Night,” and 
“Everybody Needs Somebody To Love.” 
Burke saw little difference between his 
secular and his gospel tracks; felt 
that spiritual messages could gleaned 
from many his popular numbers. 

After leaving Atlantic Records in 
the 1970s, he endured lean years, so he 
diversified. His business interests in- 
cluded funeral parlors, a limo service, 
and the supplying concession stands. 
In the "80s, he began a gradual upsurge 
thanks to the success of Soul Alive!, a two- 
LP set on Cambridge’s Rounder Records, 
and the use of his music in films that 
included The Blues Brothers and Dirty Danc- 
ing. In 2001, Burke was inducted into the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fame. Although 
bad knees kept him confined throne 
concert during most the past de- 
cade, his warmth and charisma tran- 
scended any boundaries. 

Besides music, the other constant in 
his life was family. His grandmother, 
who was also preacher, foretold his 
fame shortly after he was born. And he 
always traveled with several of his sons 
and daughters, who performed in his 
shows. At least three marriages are re 
ported; he is survived by 21 children and 
90 grandchildren. ©

blue. The latter was definitely the case for 
Watkin Tudor Jones, a/k/a Ninja. When he 
and Yo-La /isser came up with the jar- 
ring style and zsthetic that would become 
South African rap sensation Die Antwoord, it 
was, in Ninja's words, “like getting punched 
in the face. You know how if you're getting 
punched in the face, it’s pretty fucking obvi- 
ous that getting punched the face? 
got punched the face.” 

It was a metaphorical beating that Ninja 
and company have been passing the 
music-listening public ever since. The face 
punch was his and discovery zef, 
a Cape Flats gangster culture that mixes 
English and Afrikaans. The result was Die 
Antwoord (“the answer” in Afrikaans), a 
strange mix of rave and pop music with a 
hardcore rapping style that goes into gro- 
tesque places where few contemporary rap- 
pers will dare tread. Jones, post-face punch, 
became Ninja, and he and Yo-Landi have 
been on a mission ever since. 

“The weird thing about zef,” he explains 
over the phone, “is that it’s this kind 
apocalyptic style that’s all about this in- 
formation overload. The zef zone this 
wasteland of fucking debris and whatnot. 
Like, you have a little kid in a South African 
ghetto rocking, like, a 50 Cent T-shirt. That, 
to me, is Zef. It’s all this shit at the bottom 
of the barrel. For me and Yo-Landi, we stuck 
that shit together and turned 
fucking machine. You know, mech, like 
manga, Japanese comics? took all that 
apocalyptic debris and gave it its own style 
and built machine with all that debris 
and climbed into it, and it’s called Die Ant- 
woord. And it’s fucking indestructible.” 

So far, that has proved true: since break- 
ing internationally in early 2009 with an 
album for free download and series 


music videos, Die Antwoord have been over- 
loading web servers with demand for their 
bizarre music. (Interscope), their debut 
album and the object frantic major-label 
bidding war, hits stores this week. Those 
cracking the seal will find themselves 
confronted with some the year’s strang- 
est music, whether in the Diplo-assisted 
brutal grooves of new single “Evil Boy” or the 
nearly 10-minute beatbox phantasmogoria 
of “Beat Boy.” 

Blood, body parts, sexual organs, and 
strange fantasies all populate their lyrical 
world. “A lot of our music is subconsciously 
driven,” says Ninja. “We love breakthrough 
stuff, and the best way to have a break- 
through break through your own mind. 
exciting, it’s scary, it’s thrilling. And it’s 
not gross, to me, it’s amazing and really cool 
discover new places, even your own 
mind. True surreality is embedded in your 
subconscious, issues, fears, undiscovered 
territory. All our music is hugely personal.” 

For Ninja, another crucial moment in the 
development Die Antwoord came when 
was reading book samurai philoso- 
phy and ran across the phrase “Become the 
enemy.” “I read that, and I thought, ‘What 
the fuck does that mean?’ But I thought 
about and all the musical projects had 
done before. None them were, like, super- 
brave. And it was because I hadn't become 
the enemy yet. I was a victim, at that point. 
Because in order to become Ninja, I had to 
become master reality and become the 
enemy — and it was pop music that was, 
ultimately, the enemy I had to become. I 
mean, pop music control the whole 
world, and the retards are winning.”
